The Mayor stated his personal point of view was that this Board had besn
very kind and courteous and had kept the public relations foremost in their
deliberations with each individual that appeared before them, and he had had e
number of compliments about them,

Councilman Thompson wanted to see these gentlemen definitely get public
recognition, as they had worked diligently and hard and people had come away
from their meetings and said they felt good; that they had been treated courte-
ously; and even though the Board in some cases did not agree with them they did
feel they had a fair hearing and had been delt with justly, and he wanted some
special recognition given these gentlemen, Councilman Pearson realized the job
was a big one and from all the people having been before this Board, he had
received only compliments for the members--no complaints.

The Mayor brought up the matter of approving the tax roll. Councilmen
Long inquired as to the status of appeals--if the people could contimue to ap-
pear before the Council after the tax roll had been adopted. The Acting City
Attorney explained that if they had been before the Board of Equalization and
had given notice of intention to appeal by the time the tax roll was adopted,
they could still come before the Council. On October lst, the taxes are due
and payeble and they cannot be payable until the Council has approved the {ax
roll. It was announced that appeals in the mail as of this date wounld be ac-
cepted. ‘

The ordinance was read the third time and Councilman Pesrson moved that
the ordinance be finally passed. The motion, seconded by Councilman White,
carried by the following vote:

The Mayor snnounced that the ordinance had been finally passed.

The Council discussed the tax rate of Austin and other Cit{es., Comncil-
man Thompson asked that a study be made of taxes through the state and the re-
sults be given to the people of Austin, as it looked as though Austin had a
lower rate than other cities. He was hearing that the people believed that
businesses were taxed out of business and thehome owners were burdened unbear-
ably. Councilman Thompson believéd that the tax rate here revealed Austin was
below other Cities, and he would like to see this comparison made.

Councilman Long suggested that since the School Board hed planned on
submitting a $10,000,000 bond issue soon, that the City should be planning
on what it wanted to offer, and include a substantial paving program in its
offer. She suggested the Revelving Fund suthorlzed in the Charter, and asked
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that a definite study be made of the possibility of using the pension fund to
purchase the notes from taxpayers having the paving done; pay the pension
fund 4% against its 3%, end that would increasse the income from its money
that is now being used in govermment bonds. The City Mansger explained the
possibilities, and the ordinance determining the limits of the Board of Di-
rectors of the Pension System to invest the money., Councilman Pearson wanted
to be very cautious about using this pensionumoney. -

Councilman Long moved that the City Manager make a thorough study,
working with the Actuary and City Attorney and others and bring back & report
and recommendation ‘to the Council within 90 days. The motion, seconded by
Councilmen Thompson, carried by the following vote:

Councilman Thompson asked the Council to conslder the establishment
of a coomittee such as worked on the Subdivision Ordinance, to take under
advisement the paving program of Austin, and stidy it and make recommendstions
as to getting some paving accomplished. Councilmen Pearson had also suggested
such & committee of people who knew what they were doing and could recommend
on the paving and financing es well,

"We, the undersigned, have considered the application of The Texas Come
pany for pérmission to construct, maintein and operate & drive-in gasoline
filling station and to construci commercial driveways in conjuncition therewith
upon ‘the property located on the west side of Scéih Conpgfess Avenue and ap-
proximately 1413 feet south of St. Elmo Road, which property fronts approximetely
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175 feet on South Congress Avenue and being out of the Isaac Decker League in
the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and the property upon vwhich this
f£illing station is to be located is owned by Merle Goddnight and is under lease
t0 The Texas Company, and we hereby advise that the following conditions exist:

" "The property upon which this filling station is to be located is desig-
nated as "C" Commercial Use District upon the zoning maps of the City of Austin.

"All drainage, natursl or otherwise, from this filling station is to be
disposed of in such a manner that such drainage will not Tiow a2cross the side-
walk area into the street and furthermore, shall not create a nulsance to
others in the néighborhood eand it is understood that the disposal of such draine
age shall be entirely the responsibility of the property owner.

"We recommend that The Texas Compeny be granted permission to construet,
maintain andoperate said drive-in gasoline filling station and to construct
curbs, ramps and sidewalks in conjunction therewith, subject to the following
conditions: ,

"(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the
property line, correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or
equipment ig installed. Lines and grades to be cbtained from the Department
of Public Works for entrences and drivewsys, building lines to be approved by
the City Building Inspector. That the applicani-shall confer with the Depart-
ment of Publie Works as to future grades of the gidewalks and gutters on the
adjacent streets before he sterts anmy construction relative to the filling
station.

*(2) That only undewground tsnks shall be used and that all pumps shall
be 80 located that it will be impracticable to service motor vehicles therefrom
]| while said motor vehicles are standing on any part of a sidewalk, street or
alley.

"(3) That the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equipment used in connection
with the storage and bandling of gasoline shall be an approved type and shall
bear the label of Underwrisers leboratories, Inc. and that all construction of
the £illing station shall be in accord with the Building Ordinasnce, the Zoning
Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordinance, and in accordance with the ordinance
prohibiting the disposal of commercial water or oils upon the City Streets.

- "(4) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste water
or oils or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk area and
that all of said oils and water shall be comcentrated into & combined grease
and sa.nd 11;,29.;9 vhich shall be construction in accordance with our standard plan
2 -H -1

"(5) That all filling station improvements, pump islends, driveways,
ramps, gutters, sidewalks and curbs shall be constructeéd of toncrete at the
expense of the epplicant as set forth upon the plan hereto attached, which plan
bears the Department of Public Works file mmber 2 - H - 1319,

"(6) Expansion joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan hereto
attached marked 2 - E « 1319 and shall be of the pre-moulded type.
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"(7) When the owner considers that he has complied with sll the require-
ments of the City of Austin for filling stations, he shall apply for & final
inspection and upon spproval, the Building Inspector shall issue & Certification
of Cperation before such filling station can be put into service.

{ RESOTUTION)

WHEREAS, Evens Construction Company is the Contractor for the erection
of a building located at 1716-18 Lavaca Street and desires a portion of the
sidewalk and street space abutting the center 50 feet of the northeast 1/h of
Outlot 36, Division E, of the City of Austin, Travis County, Texss, during the
erection of a building, such space to be used in the work and for the storage
of meterisls therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT spsce for the uses hereinsbove ermumerated be granted to said
Evans Consiruction Company, the boundary of which is described asz follows:

Sidéwalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the south east corner of the above described property;
thence in an easterly direction and at right angles to the center
line of Lavaca Street to a point 12 feet east of the west curb line;
thence in & northerly direction and paralle) with the center line
of lavace Street approximately 50 feet to & point; thence in a
westerly direction and at right angles to the center line of lavsca
Street to the east line of the above described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
sald Evans Construction Company, hereinafter termed "Contractor", upon the fol-
lowing express terms and conditions: A

(1) That the Contractor shall construct a& 4-foot walkway within the
outer boundaries of the above described working space, such walkway to be pro-
tected on each side by a guard rail at least 4 feet high and substantially braced
and enchored, and without wood strips or obstructions of any kind along the pave-
ment within the walkwey and at eny time in the opinion of the City Officials it
becomes necessary for any reason to install a board floor within the walkway,
the Contractor shall upon notice from the Building Inspector immediately place
such & wood floor and substantidlly support same to prevent sagging under load,
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(2) Tbat the Contractor is permitted to comstruct in his working space
8 substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use, and -
at all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain a person at
this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks. This gate is
not to open out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3) That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the sireet outside of the allotted working space.

(4) That "No Parking" signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades. :

(5) ‘That the Contrector shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(6) That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all stomm
wvaters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage done
due to obstruction of any such storm water.

(7) That the Contractor shell place on the cutside corners of any walk-
way, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periocds of darkness and
provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(8) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstruction on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materiels, equipient and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than November 1, 195k.

(9) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or imstallation of
additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(10) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against publie needs, and the City, in making such grant reserves
the right to enter and occupy any part of all of sald space any time with its
publie utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(11) That any public utility, or public or privete property distured or
injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completioncof
the construction work for said building projects, whether done by the Contractor,
City Foreces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repairéd at the Contractors
expense.

(12) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond
in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5000.), which shall protect, indemnify
and hold harmless the City of Austin from any cleims or damages to any person
or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the
exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of Austin
and shall guarsntee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all other
public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the comstruction
work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway and other safe-
fuards during the occupency of the space.

The motion, seconded by Councilman Pearson, carried by the following votes

The City Menager submitted the request from the Superintendent of Public
Schools asking that the City sell the remaining miliion dollars of School Bond
money, and he recommended setting the 28th of October as the date to receive
bids., Councilman:Thompson:moved that the date of the 28th of October be set as
the date on which bids for the sale of $1,000,000 School Bonds and for any other
City Bonds that the Council decides to sell, would be received. The motion,
gseconded by Councilman Long, carried by the following vote:

At 2:00 P, M. the Council heard the following appeals from the decisions
of the Board of Equalization:

J. W, JOHNSON, 510 East 5th Street - Service Station, one family
dwelling and Commerecial Building. The Attommey,
Mr. Julian Clopton felt the property was valued too
high to come in line;with the market value, as it is
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valued at $36,809, and sold in 1951 for $31,500.00,
and Mr. Johnson has it listed for sale now at around
$33,000. Comparison of surrcunding properties was
made., Action deferred-until the following week.

Dr. A.A.: BIEBE:L, 9.9 acres, J. C. Tannehill Ieague, TOO Red River,
and 300 East 9th. At 700 Red River Street, there
is a £1lling station renting for $1,800 per year,
leage made in 1950 %o run 11 meore years. Discussion
was held on revenues fram property determining market
value and proving valuation. The Acting City Attorney
stated leases could be taken into consideration, but
they would not necessarily esteblish value, The valus.-
tion was based on $250 per front foot on Bast Tth Street
and $120 on Red River.

9.9 acres in Govalle, right in front of Munson Street
end facing on Springdale Road. MR, JULIAN CLOPTON
represented Dr. Biebel in his appeals. This is pasture
land renting for $50.00 a year. The tax value was
placed on this as it was good subdivision property and
should carry its weight as subdividéd lots, It is
surrounded by subdivided lend, with houses on each lot.
The Gulf 0il Co. tract in 1948 sold for $1i5,000 for 10
acres, and is now assessed at over $2800 per acre as
against Mr. Biebel's due to the fact Mr. Biebel's tract
does not have the possibility of a railroad spur to it,
while the other tracts do have.

MR, JULIAN CLOPTON withdrew the appeal on the property
at 300 East 9th Street » the two apartments and family
residence. - Iots 1 & 2, and West 43.5' of lot 3,block
113, 300 East 9th Street.

MR, H, P, HUKNICUTT, property at Y05 West 12th Street. MR, WAYNE
THODE represented the Hunnicutt Estate. He stated
the building was not worth anything. It was thought
the land value might be a little tvlow.MR., BEN KING,
appraiser, stated the property, 82 years old, hed no
remaining economic life and could not pay its upkeep;
no salvage value. The land would be worth a minimum
of $12,500. The Council compared values of property
next door.

DALE MORRIS, .28 acres ~ S. J. Woatley Survey, $28.31 increase,
His impression was that the Board of Equdalization had
agreed on valuing all the property in this area at
$1,000 an acre, which he thought was fair enough; but
due to some misunderstanding and the Board's not re«
calling that it had that agreement, his property was
assessed at $750 for 1/4 acres, which would make it
worth $3,400 per acre. It was thought that this whole
area was in the process of being adjusted as the cards
were not aveilable in the Tax Department, and the
Council postponed any decilgion waiting to find out
about the readjustment.
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Mr. Morris inguired about obtaining & fire hydrant.
There were 16 people on & 2" line, and they were
about & mile from a 6" line. His insurance rates
would be reduced whene fire hydrant was located near
by. The matter was referred to the City Manager.

FARL BARTON, Top Hat Cafe and Night Club. MR. BARTON withdrew
his appeal, '

W. P. HOLIOWAY, area between Kevasota and Onion, and East 5th and
East 6th. Lots 7, 8, 9, 10 and part of Lot 11. He
purchased Lote 9 and 10 and part of Lot 11, (121.05')
for $4990.00 in 1948. In October, 1953, he purchased
lots 7 and & £oi $10,050, vhich sold in 1950 for
$11,000.00. They were placed on the tax rolls for
more than he paid for them, he stated. He stated there
were errors in the amount per front foot: lot T,
$95.00 a front foot; Lot 8, $125.00; Iot 9, $97.00;
Lot 10, $124.52, endpart of Lot 11, $124.52. It was
explained that one lot was cheaper because it did not
have railroad trackage. The property under discussion
was 1402, 1404.06 East Sth Street, and 1408 East Sth
Street or 502 Onion Street. His objectlon was that
1408 Fast Sth was placed on the rolls at $24,000 when
60 days before the 1954 assessment was made, he pasd
$10,050.00 for it. Another objection he had was the
assumption that this industrial ares was increasing
in value when it was not, as industry hed left this
area. He had purchased Lots 7 and 8 from his brother,
who had purchased it from Mr. Mac Hull for $11,000.
His income from Iots 7 and 8 was 32400 per year. He
was satisfied with the values on the improvements, but
not on the land. The appraiser stated this property
was based on $100.00 a front foot, and Mr. Hodloway
stated the actual marked value was around $40100 a
front foot. Comparison with the Safeway proprety
was made-~it was $100.00 & front foot on Sth; $110-
$125 on 6th. The appraiser stated Lot 7 and Lot 8 was
set at $100.00 with 20% discount; part of Lots 8 and
9, 47!, $4662, valued at $100 less 20%. Lot 10 and
east 29.05' of Lot 11, T4', $9176 full value - $100.00
a foot with no discount. Mr, Holloway stated the whole
area was inactive asto industrial use, and industry had
moved on the San Antonio Highway because of the terrible
taxes. Councilman Thompson noted the taxes had actuslly
been reduced in this area; and if this were the casge
industry had not moved out due to increased taxes.
The Councll decided to look at this area. Mr, Holloway
had one other to discuss--1119 BEast 4th Street.

The Mayor announded that these would be taken up the following Thursday.
